For Universal Conscription 
(Pasadena Star-News) 

Universal draft of capital and labor, as pro- 
posed in a measure pending in Congress, is 
hailed by many as holding the surest promise 
of peace that is being considered at ‘this time. 
That this is a patriotic measure, and thor- 
oughly fair and American in prineiple, is at- 
tested by the fact that the American Legion 
is supporting it. One of the ardent support- 
ers, here in California, of this measure, is Al- 
len B. Bixby of Pasadena, state commander of 
the American Legion. ¢ Mr. Bixby is making 
public appeals for backing for this proposed 
He urges vigorously, to the effect 
that ‘‘nothing in the world ean do so much 
for peace as this measure ean.’’. He regards 
the universal draft as “the most comprehen-

legislation. 


sive and sincere peace measure of all time.’ 
He remarks that ‘‘out of our greatest sacrifice 
we have taken our greatest lesson; we believe 
this measure to be the best insure 
peace.”’ 

War heretofore has drawn manhood, but has 
left riches unscathed. The new proposal is. to 
conseript wealth as well as manhood. If the 
poor man must go from his family and friends 
and risk loss of health and loss of life, the 
rich man and men who otherwise are exempt 
from actual military service, justly and equi- 
tably should be required to cast their riches 
and their labor into. the common eause—to 
give as freely of their dollars as the service 
man gives of his blood. This is eminently fair.
